Judge Franklin T. Hammond of the 


superior court has disallowed a motion 
of counsel for Frank Hanchett that 
the findings of the court against Mr. 
Hanchett in September. 1319, in an ac- 
tion brought.by the city of Lowell for 
taxes alleged lo he due for the 'year 
ISIS, be set aside and ha* also refused 
to allow a supplementary motion for 
a new trial. 


Information to this effect was re- 


ceived today by City Solicitor William 
D. Regan ana means that the case is 
settled as far as the superior ro.-irt 
Is concerned. The defendant, however, 
has until Nov. 1 to bring the cast t.o 
the supreme court on questions of law. 
As far as questions of fact are con- 
cerned, there is no further step for 
him to take. 


Unless the case is brought to the 


supreme court Mr. Hanchett will have 
to pay the city approximately (11.000 
representing taxes, interest and costs. 
In addition he has already jfiaid ap- 
proximately J3000 lo the town of Dun- 
stable for 1316 taxes and, according 
to Mr. Regan, will not be abla to re- 
cover this amount. 
xMr. Hanchett basrd his refusal to 
pay taxes to the city of Lowell for 
1916 on the grounds that he was a 
resident of Dunstahle In that year ani 
paid his taxes there. City Treasurer 
Fred H. Rourke, collector of taxes for 
Lowell, brought action 
against 
Mr. 


Hanchett for the payment of the taxes. 
A writ was issued on March 30, 191S, 
and at that time the taxes and inter- 
est amounted 'to JS2S3.17. 


The superior court found against Mr. 


Hanchett in September, . 191S. and his 
counsel. Judge Charles S. Lilley ina 
Fred S. Harvey, later flled three mo- 
tions; one to set aside the findings, 
another that the defendant b« allow- 
ed to tile a supplementary motion for 
a new trial and a third, a supplemen- 
tary motion for a new trial. The mo- 
tion to set aside the findings has been 
denied by Judge Hammond together 
with that for a new trial. The motion 
to he allowed to file a motion was 
allowed but, of course, was of no avail 
when the third motion was denied. 


Several hearings were held on the 


case last winter and in his finding 
given to the city solicitor torlsy Judge 
Hammond says that he still retains 
the same vleir held when he made his 
original finding last September—(hat 
Mr. Hanchett was domiciled In Lowcl)

to acc*pt a similar clause against the 
sale of intoxicating liquors. 
Other- 


wise their salesmen must continue to 
pay a separate license In each of the 
14 provinces. These vary and'run as 
high as a thousand pesos. 


While President Irlgoven Is known 


to b» strongly In sympathy with re- 
stricting tho liquor traffic. It Is Eal:l. 
that he feels that Argentina is not yet 
ready for total prohibition. 
One en- 


tire province, Mendozn. thrives upon 
the wine Industry, and the use of lisht 
native wines, especially in tho rural 
districts, is almost general. 


The introduction of the prohibition 


measure in congress was followed .hy 
a strong protest from the Jlendoza 
wino growers. They were told by Min- 
ister Salaherry that, "nlthough he had 
•not consulted President Irigoyen on the 
subject, he could assure them that the 
executive power of the nation will not 
approve tills reform, nnd If It Is neces- 
sary, will oppose .igalnsl it all tho le- 
gal resources upon which it can lay 
hand." 
Meantime tho wine growers
